Moreover, none of the so-called "reflecting" elements depicted in the drawings-e.g., 200b, 400b, and 600b--can accurately be 
characterized as "reflecting" elements, in that, as clearly shown in Figs. 1-6, each of these elements also allow for transmission of light 
THROUGH what Applicant characterizes as TIR (total interal reflection) surfaces.
